That her husband, George Walker, 
traveled about the country wearing fine 
raiment’ and spending money for  lux- 
uries while she did not have fashion- 
able gowns with which to move in so- 
ciety as she longed to do, is the allega- 
tion of Mrs. Martha Walker, who filed 
a petition for divorce in the Circuit 


Court Saturday. 

The Walkers were married in Lsndon, 
England, Nev. 20, 1905,. and separated 
June 14, 1908 The wife alleges that 
Walker abandoned her. She asks the 
custody of their 3-year-old son, William. 

Lived With His Parents. 

Mrs. Walker, in her petition, states 
that she and her husband came to 
America in June, 1907, that he neglected 
to provide for her, and demanded money 
from her parents. He required her to 
live at the home of his parents while 
he toured the country for pleasure, 
she says. 

Mrs. Waiker sets forth that he would 
not buy her. clothes with which to oc- 
cupy the position in society to which she 
Was entitled, though he himself was 
fond ef society. She charges that he 
openly ridiculed her dress dnd appear- 
ance and that the remerks made by his 
parents so ‘humiliated her that -she left 
thelr home and went to ‘live with rel- 
atives. 

Ashamed to Ge Out. 

While she was depending on her kin- 
folks for support, she says, her. hus- 
band traveled, wore fashionable clothes, 
stopped at.expensive hotels, indulged in 
luxuries, and went to*places of amuse- 
ment. All this time she alleges, she 
was ashamed to go into society because 
of the inadequacy of her: wardrobe. 

She says that she came to St. Louis 
in September, 1908, to ¢arn money for 
the support of herself and ‘her child.

Indian | Desperado Wounds 
One Deputy Sheriff and 
Kills Three Horses.

SAN BERNARDINO, Cal., Oct. 3.— 


News is hourly expected of another 
fight between “Willie Boy,’’ the fugi- 
tive Indian who is entrenched in a 
canyon the . desert near ‘Bullion 
Mountain. Sheriff Ralphs and his posse 
first encountered the fugitive Wednes- 
day, and in the fight that followed 


Deputy ‘Sheriff Charles Roche was 
woundéd ir the hip. 

The Indian, who is wanted for the 
murder of his sweetheart, after he had 
abducted her and forced her to accom- 
pany him afoot into the desert, killed 
three. horses on which members of the 
posse were riding before the officers 
could reach cover. 

A score of militiamen, armed with 
high-power Government rifles, are hur- 
rying to reach Bullion Mountain toe 
take part in the fight that is apparent- 
ly inevitable. 

Field Hospital Established. 

Reinforcements are also on the way 
from Banning, whence they were dis- 
patched by Indian Agent True with sup- 
plies for the besiegers. 

The operations for the capture of 
“Willie Boy” have assumed a warlike 
aspect and in making preparations for 
the desperate battle expected Sheriff 
Ralphs has established a field hospital. 
The only patient so far is Ritchie. 

Dr. W. H. Mills, who’was rushed 
from White Water to Bullion Mountain, 
in response to the telegraphic appeal 
from Ralphs for a doctor to care for his 
wounded deputy, is in charge of the 
field hospital. He will remain with the 
posse until ‘Willie Boy” is captured, to 
| aid to any more of the 
man hunters who may be wounded. 

“Willie Boy’ is strongly entrenched, 
has plenty .of ammunition and is ex. 
pected to fight until killed or badly 


wounded.

Makes Speed of 46. Milés an. 
Hour Over Measured Course 
of 500 Meters.

COLLEGE PARK, Mé4., Oct. 9.--With 


practically a dead calm settied over 
College Park, Wilbur today 
breke the world’s record for speed in an 
aeroplane over a 500-meter course, in- 
cluding a. turn beyond the course, his 
time being 683-5 seconds, or 20 seconds 


less*than that made »y Delagrange over 
a similar course it France. Wright at- 
tained a speed of 46 miles an hour for 
the distance. 

As Wright left: the starting point, 
Lieut. Lahm took the time. Wright 
inade the 500 meters in the direction of 
Washington with a slight wind to his 
back in 2%#1-5 seconds. He returned 
over the cqurse in 243-5 seconds, 

Wright was using the machine bullt 
for the Government. He made numer- 
ous short flights, on the first one cir- 
cling the large field fer six minutes. 

Wright attempted to make a start and 
get the aeroplane up in the air ‘with- 
Out the use of the weights and ‘start- 
ing apparatus. This, howeyer, resulted 
in failure and the flyer was taken back 
to the monvoral, where another § star: 
was made., On this flight the machine 
was maneuvered through a series of 
circles and remained in the-air three 
minutes,

Smith is now living with his first wife, 
having obtained a valid divorce from 


wife No. 2 before he married the third. 
Of these three marriages only one child 
was born, a boy 13 years old, the son of 
the second “wife. 

‘Smith was married to his first wife, 
Lillian Brown of Kansas City, Kan., in 
1888. They lived together for three years 
but finally separated, and Mrs. Smith 
went back home. Smith said in an af- 
fidavit that he met .one John O. Roop 
in Philadelphia, in 1892, who represtnt- 
ed himself as a lawyer, and said he 
oould get a divorce for Smith whether 
he had any grounds or not. 

Divorce Without Trouble, 

Smith says he consented, and that 
after about a year Roop came into his 
office and showed what he said was 
& decree of separation which permitted 
Smith to marry again. Smith says he 
learned later that there was no such 
court or Judge as were named in the 
decree. 

Believing that the decree was valid, 
Smith married Annie Rowe in Brook- 
lyn in 184, but divorced her several 
years later. Then Smith married the 
woman who is now suing for separa- 
tion. Smith did not question the va- 
lidity of the Philadelphia decree until a 
year ago, when the present action was 
brought. 

Smith’s lawyer told him he was still 
the husband of Lillian Brown Smith, so 
he wrote to Kansas to find out what had 
become of her. He learned that shortly 
after she had been told that Smith had 
divorced her she married Lieut. Lorenzo 
Gcrdon Russell, U. S. A., who was sta- 
tioned at a Kansas army post. 

First Wife Still Faithful. 

This marriage was unhappy, and when 
Russell went to the Philippines his wife 
+ got a divorce. She was about to be 
‘married to a well-to-do real estate man 
~~ there when she got news that Smith’s 
divorce from her was fraudulent. She 
wrote Smith this letter:

Despondent to the verge of hysteria, 
the young woman returned to Mr. 
Knight’s home, where she served in the 
double capacity of model and servant, 
took the painter's shotgun, and, ypiacirg 
the muzzle under her chin, iiterally blew 
her head off. Mr. Knight on bis re- 
turn from Paris, Wednesday afternoon, 
discovered the body. 


Wrote Farewell Letters, 

Late as it was when Armande re- 
turned after the ball, she wrote several 
letters before killing herself. One, a 
pathetic review of her short career, was 
addressed to her father, a chimney 
sweep in Paris.

Ambassador Reid could easily ascer- 
tain from the admiralty offices whether 
their records ofthe battle of Trafalgar 
are complete. If it should turn out 
that any of them have been illegally 
removed ‘an interesting question would 
be presentéd, involving the right of the 
British to reclaim them through an ac- 
tion in an American court.

THE STREET RAILWAY’S TASK. 

The United Railways has been tdxed this 
week and has paid according to ability. Ap- 
parently every car available has been pressed into 
service. The management has worked earnestly 
and the great crowds have been moved. No sys- 
tem of surface lines could haye done better with 
the same equipment. No system of any kind could 
have carried 300,000 people to the aviation field 
Thursday without crowding and jamming: it is a 
great achievement to have moved such a mass at 
all. 

But despite the good work of those in charge of 
operation it has been made plainer than ever that 
the facilities of the street railway, inadequate 
under ordinary circumstances, are more inade- 
quate in -n emergency. The happy fact that the 
suburbs were practically depopulated Thursday 
permitted the transfer of equipment to the city 
lines for the bettering of conditions. The man- 
agement did the best it could. 

, But in cons’dering the general effort to provide 
transportation facilities the failure of last Sunday 
may not be overlooked. That was the opening 
day of Centernial week. Visitors had not yet ar- 
rived. Ther» was nothing but an extra movement 
of the city’s population. It was not an unexpected 
movement. The events that would attract crowds 
had long been scheduled. The official report of 
the company to the city shows that on Sunday 
106,175 more passengers were carried than on 
Sept. 30, an ordinary day. To carry 106,175 more 
passengers only five cars were acded to the usual 
number. Against the extra receipts o: approxi- 
mately $5300 from Sunday’s traffic the company 
charged the cost of onerating five additional cars, 
or about $50. 

If the management is acquitted of the charge 
of indifference to the contractual obligations of 
the company on Sunday and credited generally 
with doing the best it can with the facilities at its 
command, the corporation is still guilty of a nig- 
gardly policy. It not only skimps its daily duties 
but has failed to provide any reserve against exi- 
gency. The handicaps of watered stock and debts 
viciously saddled on a splendid property may be 
pleaded on the stock exchange but when the greed 
of reckless and unprincipled stockjobbers prevents 
the fulfillment of solemn obligations there is justi- 
fication for the demand that everyone wear the 
Red Badge of Protest.

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TRADE WITH THE PHILIPPINES. 

According to a report of the Department of 
Commerce ard Labor importations from the Phil- 
ippines to the United States in August of this 
year, the first month under free trade, increased 
100 per cent cver those of August last year. But 
to break the force of the argument for free trade 
it is stated that “‘the increase in importations af 
articles formerly ‘dutiable but now free af énty | 
is not large.” 

It is noted that Manila hemp which was free 
under the former tariff had the greatest increase 
and sugar formerly taxed, but now free had a 
decided decrease. But part of the importations 
of August this year were subject to duty so that 
a fair comparison of trade with and without tariff 
duties is not possible. Trade conditions probably 
had an influence:on the importations of some ar- 
ticles. 

After a year of free trade it will be possible to 
institute a just ‘comparison and to arrive at a 
sound conclusion concerning the value of the 

policy of admitting the Philippines to the privi- 
lege of free trade with us. Who doubts the re- 
sult? The firmest standpatter knows that free 
trade means increasing trade. If the removal of 
protective duties did not promote importations 
and increasing trade on the basis of an exchange 
of commodities there would be no standpatters.

Show Wall Street Is Borrow- 
ing Across Ocean.

Burcau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORE, Oct. 9.—The Evening 


Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 


Without any real activity, prices on 


the Stock Exchange dropped slowly dur- 


ing the early hours of business today 
and closed around the lowest. Declines 
were, however, only fractional . and 


. measured merely tendencies. 


Money rates went higher in Europe, 
and time loans were marked up on this 
market. The Imperial Bank of Ger- 
many, reporting for the week. showed 
extremely heavy loan contraction, but 
its note circulation was apparently not 


brought back to a level within the 


“emergency” lines. It does not clearly 
foreshadow next week’s action on the 
German bank rate. 

Except so far as it reflected the 
week's wholesome recourse to European 
markets by our Wall street borrowers, 
and the “shifting’’ of New York bank 
loans, today’s bank statement was 
vorthiess as an index to the actual 
money situation. 

Surplas Reserve Increases. 

The actual figures of the week's end 
"reported $49,400,000 loan reduction, and 
this, in spite of a $7,500,000 loss in cash, 
made possible $5.600,000 increase in sur- 
plus reserves. On this showing it need
